A Friendly Beginning — True Library Friends 


In 1955, Mr. Graham Munch donated his cottage on Scranton Avenue to be used as a library 
for Lake Bluff. The Friends of the Lake Bluff Library was founded, with Mary Clark serving 

as President for ten years. The Friends sought donations of money to reinforce the cottage’s 
structure and build shelves for books. 


The Library outgrew the cottage after 14 years. In 1975, the existing building was built and 
the Friends organized the move to the new site. On the day of the move, 130 Lake Bluffers 
appeared carrying boxes, pulling wagons, pushing strollers, and even baby buggies filled 
with books to move to the new site. 


Thanks to the efforts of Ann Hamlin, the Friends stayed in existence through the 1980s and 
1990s with a membership of one. The Friends reorganized around 2003 with the Presidency 
of Joan Cordeniz, and soon grew to a much larger number. As of 2014, the Friends are very 
active and are purchasing several items from the donations of money received from our loyal 
Bluffers. Mrs. Linda Schwartz is the current president. Thanks to everyone for their continued 
support and generosity.
